Injured by Bomb 


Polish Minister of Interior 


• Slain by Assassin at 


Warsaw 


HAVANA, Cuba—(/P)— A terrorist's 


bomb intended to kill President. Carlos 
Mcndieta was exploded behind the 
president's chair at the official lunch- 
eon Friday, slightly wounding him 
and killing two naval men, one of 
whom the president credited with 
saving his life. 


Ten other persons wore injured, a- 


niong them Secretary "f Communica- 
tions Gabriel l.aiula and Captain Sal- 
vador M. Villoch, chief of the navy. 
The pre-.spidenl's injury was to the 
hand and Dial of Secretary Landa on 
the ami. 


Police said tho bomb was brought 


in the luncheon room, in the immigra- 
tion (Iftc'iilion camp at Tiscorni;^ a- 
cross the hay from Havana, concealed 
in a camera box. 


Ten persons, II described as photo- 


graphers who had ben admitted to the 
gathering were seixcd and a Havana 
photographer shop was raided.

Tanking officials of civil, military and 
naval life. 


"The man standing behind n.e saved 


my'life but lost his own," said the 
president. He referred to Matas Tapia, 
a seaman. The other man killed was a 
naval lieutenant, Manuel Colonuir. 


Polish Officials Slain 


WARSAW, Poland—(/P)— Minister 


of the Interior Bronsilaw 
Pieracki 


was assassinated Friday by a man 
who fired two shots into his body as 
he nelcred the government party club 
and who Tired a third time after the 
minister had fallen to the street, dy- 
ing The killer was waiting at 4 p. m. 
regular dinner hour of the bachelor 
statesman. 


As Pieracki started up the steps of 


the club, a man who had been follow- 
ing him opened fire. 


The assassin, hat pulled over his 


face, escaped. A policeman chased the 
fleeing man. who turned around and 
fired a shot that wounded his pur- 
suer. 


Police believed the assassination to 


be connected with recent arrests of 
Ukrainian trrcrists or with other re- 
cent political activities. Pieracki had 
just returned to Warsaw from

i^pcctiou tuor of Eastern Galucia, 
fere he was born in 1895.

as Mr. Roosevelt's now is. 


The plain facts are, that against the 


Hoover 
administration 
the 
British 


looked bad, because they were spend- 
ing money on the first step of a re- 
covery program—and now that they 
are further up tho road toward recov- 
ery, they look good against the Roose- 
velt administration, 
whose 
recovery 


program is just geftrtts--under way. 


The British experience, it seems to 


me, instead of damning the present 
American administration, proves that 
we are on the right road.

Mussolini Agrees Not to 


Oppose Nazi Chancel- 


lor for Austria 


VENICE, Italy — (fP)~ 
Adolf Hit- 


ler, manifestly satisfied with the re- 
sults of his two-day conference with 
Europe's leading dictator, Benito Mus- 
solini, left by plane early Saturday for 
Berlin, ending what may prvoe to be 
one of the momentous meetings of 
history. 


Hitler and Mussolini said a cordial 


farewell to each other at the airport 
while thousands of 
Fascist 
troops 


cheered. 


No Austro-Gcrman Unity 


VENICE, Italy. — (fP) — Chancellor 


Hitler's plan for an Austrian 
union 


with Germany was tossed into the dis- 
card Friday night as a spokesman re- 
vealed the full import o fthe Musso- 
lini-Hitler conversations. 


Austria, lying between the two Fas- 


cist nations, must remain an inde- 
pendent nation and work out its own 
destiny; but in return for Hitler's 
abandonment of "anschluss" the Ital- 
ian leader agreed that Italy would not 
object if a Nazi weer elected chancel- 
lor of Austria: 


The announcement made by Count 


Galeazzo Ciano, Italian press chief, 
confirmed that no 
new 
agreement 


was reached by Mussolini and Hitler 
on disarmament. Hitler was adam- 
ant that Germany will not return to 
Geneva until parity rights to arma- 
ments have been recognized. 


Nazis Abandon Uprising 


Cianc's announcement 
created 
a 


stir in official diplomatic circles here. 
It was taken to mean that the Nazis 
will discontinue their aggressive ac- 
tivity in Austria. Elections will be 
held in Austria next October. It is 
possible then that a Nazi will become 
chancellor of Austria withour pro- 
voking anschluss or a counter-move 
from Italy. 


With Dictator 
Engelbert 
Dollfuss 


and the Fascist Hiemwehr ruling in 
defiance of Nazi influence, this ag- 
reement's effect remains dubious. 


Germany will be invited to join 


an Austro-Hungarian economic ac- 
cord. This was regarded as the begin- 
ning of a hugh bloc composed of Ger- 
many, Italy, Poland, Hungaria 
and 


Austria. Observers expressed belief 
it will mean dominance of Germany 
and Italy in the Balkans. 


Count Ciano said, however, that the 


tendency of the Mussolini-Hitler con- 
versations was contrary to regional 
blocs in favor of a general collobora- 
tion. 


French quarters saw in this a con- 


tradiction to previous statcmnts in the 
Italian press taht the Hither-Mus- 
solini meeting was not directed against 
France, The agreement reached on 
Austria leaves France out entirely. 


Denial From Vienna 


VIENNA. Australia— (/)>) —Vigorous 


denials that an independent Nazi Aus- 
tria is just around the corner as the 
result of the meeting in Venice of 
Chancellor Hitler and Premier Muso- 
lini were made here Saturday. 


A government spokesman character- 


ized as "fantastic" reports that Muso- 
lini had agreed not to oppose new elec- 
tions in Austria including the possible 
election of a Nazi government .

gress labored overtime during the day 
to pass two or more of the Roosevelt 
bills that have kept it breathlessly 
busy since January. 


These were the ones to promote 


home construction by making it easy 
to borrow, and to put power in the 
president's hands to settle disputes 
over collective bargaining. 


The house unanimously adopted the 


labor resolution soon after convening, 
and the senate passed the housing 
bill around noon, sending it to con- 
ference with house members over 
minor differences. 


The senate decided not to make fur- 


ther investigation of charges with the 
Lorig-Overton campaign in Louisiana; 
and the house passed the McKeown 
bankruptcy bill allowing farmers to 
live'on mortgaged farm homes f°r 
six years. The measure now goes a 
conference committee to adjust dif- 
ferences with the senate.

"The Glassy Pond," by F. Wright 


Moxley, is a queer and intense story 
about the slow disintegration of the 
mind of an American aristocrat. It 


is not quite the sort of book you 
speak of as "entertaining"—indeed, it 
is subtile and strained, simultaneous- 
ly, in a way that makes it hard to 
read—but it has a power and an hon- 
esty that make you remember it, aft- 
er you do read it.

He stands the chance 
of introducing the infection from both 
in.vide and out. 


Nothing could be more dangerous 


to health and life than a performance 
of this character. 


When you have an earache, do not 


try to treat it by putting nil sorts of 
things into the ear. Your doctor will 
tell you thiit the only thing worth 
while and safe for the average person 
to put into his ear is u little warmed 
glycerin. This is dropped in gently 
with a medicine dropper and the ear 
is plugged lightly with cotton to hold 
the warm glycerine in place. 


While this will not cure the infec- 


tion, it will help alleviate the pain 
and give your body a chance to pro- 
mote healing. However, the 
safest 


procedure is to have a competent doc- 
tor look at the eardrum as soon as 
possible. 


If there is severe redness or bulging 


of the eardrum, indicating the pres- 
ence inside the ear of infected material 
under pressure, a tiny incision under 
the eardrum will let the material out 
and save the patient from the likeli- 
lood of defaness. 


It will also, in the majority of eases, 


serve to prevent invasion of the in- 
fection into the mastoid. 


The lining of the outer canal of the 


ear is a delicate 
membrane, easily 


scratched or injured. Never try to 
real u condition effecting that lining 
}y pushing in matches, toothpicks, 
inirpins, or any other instrument that 
you may happen to have handy. Just 
as with the eye, it is not safe to put 


into the ear anything smaller than 
your elbow. 


An earache is n warning signal that 


something- insido is wrong. Healthful 
cars do not ache. Sec to it that you 
pay attention to the warning signal.

Earache means 
infection in most instances. 


When you go bathing, and especially 


when you dive or swim under water, 
the water and the bacteria may get 
into your middle ear through the 
nose, because a tube passes from the 
nose into the ear. You may wear a 
rubber cup over your head and even 
put a rubber stopper in the outside 
ear, but that will not keep the water 
from getting into the nose and the 
Eustachefin tube. 


When you get out of the water, if 


you blow your nose and hold both 
nostrils shut at the time, you are 
quite certain to force the water, and 
anything that may happen to be in 
the water, into your internal ear. 


When you get an earache, it is not 


safe to consider the condition lightly. 
Any infection in the ear may be seri- 
ou,s because it may proceed to an in- 
fection of the mastoid region and 
from that even to un infection of the 
brain.

Green's proposal, running along the 


lines of the revised Wagner bill, in- 
troduced Friday in congress and the 
Pleel Institute, was amended to give 
the executive committee of the union 
full power to set the date of the 
itrike. in case the proposal is not 
accepted. 


"We intend to seek a conference 


Monday with President Roosevelt to 
lay our suggestion before the Pres- 
ident as a counter-proposal," said MH- 
chael F. Tighe, Amalgamated presi- 
dent, after the meeting

Green ended his plea for settlement

British to Collect 


Plan to Seize Trade Bal- 
ance for Defaulted Re- 


funding Notes 


LONDON, Eng.—(/P)—A stern warn- 


ing to the Germans that if they per- 
sist on default on foreign obligations, 
Great Britain will take steps to col- 
lect tho money due, nayway, was 
given in the House of Commons, by 
Neville Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
Exchequer Friday. 


Answering an 
arranged 
question 


which is very unusual on Friday when 
the House sits only for a few hours 
in the morning. Chamberlain said the 
the government had recived notice 
from the Germans of the moratorium. 


He said that the British ambassa- 


dor at Berlin had been instructed to 
inform the Germans that the British 
government intended shortly to in'ro- 
duce legislation which would enable 
it to set up an Anglo-German clear- 
ing office, but would refrain from ex- 
ercise of these powers if assured of 
fair treatment for British bondholders 
and British commerce before July 1. 


Detailed arrangements

worked out as soon as possible and "I 
should add," said the chancellor, "that 
anyone who purchases 
government 


bonds now held by foreigners now 
does so at his own risk. The declara- 
tion made by the Reichsbank refers 
only to medium and long term loans. 
I have seen no suggestion that the 
German government intends to inter- 
fere with the standstill 
agreement 


and I see no reason why that should 
be affected."

Germany to Retaliate Friday 


BERLIN—(IP)— In an official com- 


munique, the German government an- 
nounced Friday night that any econ- 
omic reprisals by England for the 
moratorium on Young and 
Dawes 


loans will be met by quick retaliation 
in kind against English imports to 
Germany. 


The communique was prompted by 


reports that England will establish 
a cumpulsory clearing arrangement, 
and was regarded as a flat statement 
of German policy gainst possible re- 
prisals by other creditor countries as 
well. 


Pointing out that Germany has an- 


nounced readiness to enter negotia- 
tions on the moratorium question, but 
insisting that such negotiations will 
not be possible "under pressure" the 
communique says that "the British 
government seems to proceed from the 
idea that Germany is not a very im- 
portant factor in British trade."

year Germany has had a passive trade 
balance of 60,000,001) marks with the 
British empire, it was said, the in- 
ference being that Germany has the 
advantage in a possible battle of com- 
pulsory clearings.

HOLLYWOOD.—Music is destined to 


play a much greater part in the mak- 
ing of motion pictures before another 
year has passed. 


This, however, does not mean that 


we are due for more spectacular mu- 
sical productions, such as "Footlight 
Farade," "Dancing Lady," and others 
of that caliber. It simply means that 
music will be adapted to a vast ma- 
jority of films in such manner as to 
increase greatly their entertainment 
value. 


Oscar Hammerstein II. one of the 


nation's foremost librettists, advances 
this opinion, which he backs with all 
the proof one could desire. He has 
ome definite ideas as to how music 
should be used in pictures and now 
is at the M-G-M studio to put those 
ideas into effect. 


"All films, except those of a de- 


pressing nature, can be improved con- 
siderably through the proper use of 
music," Hammerstein declares. "Each 
should carry a complete musical score 
in keeping with the action and thought 
of the story. 


"Lyrics aren't necessary, although 


one or two songs could be used, pro- 
vided a legitimate place is found for 
them. Naturally, they can't be drag- 
ged in for no reason, as they have 
been at times in the past. Movie aud- 
iences won't accept that. 


"However, music itself'will prove "a 


great asset. Any love scene, dramatic 
scene, or even light comedy can be 
made more entertaining by having the 
right music behind it. This should 
not in any way interfere with the 
dialog, either. If the musical score is 
right, an audience would be almost 
unconscious of its existence. 


"The fans would be conscious only 


of being more highly entertained than 
at present."
